Ranking and Currency Committee , called to say that, during hearings today 
on the Fiat proposal, Representative Widnall, the Ranking Republican, 
requested that CIA appear before the full Committee. During today's 
session, a senior interdepartmental group composed of John Leddy, 
Assistant Secretary of State for European Affairs; Lawrence McQuade, 
Acting Assistant Secretary of Commerce for Domestic and International 

Business; and John T. McNaughton, Assistant Secretary of Defense for 
International Security Affairs, testified on the proposal. Cook said Widnall 
and others would be interested in the Agency's role in the board which con- 
sidered this proposal and information on the technical aspects involved. In 
response to my question. Cook said Representative Wright Patman was in 
the chair at the time Mr. Widnall made his desires known. According to 
Cook, the question for further witnesses is to betaken up early next week.
